Prospective non- 1 im- 
migrants must first either (1) ob- 
itainm a certificate from the United 
iStates Departmenht of Labor certi- 
三 g that there is a shortage of 
Wiling, able and qualified work- 
es in that field in the United 
States, or (2) submit satisfactory 
eVWidence that they are exempt 
from the labor certification re- 
quirement，Applicants who are 
exempt from the labor certifica- 
tion are those persons who will 
not be performing labor，such as 
retired elderly persons，business 
inVestors，and female fiances of 
permnanent resident aliens who 
domnot intend to seek employment 
in the U.S. 

BUSINESS INVESTOR 

人 Many East/West readers have 
ngquiredabout the immigrant 
business investor classification . 

Aliens who enter the United 
States for the purpose of invest- 


ing in a business are exempt from 
the requirement of a labor certifi- 
cation from the U.S. Department 
of Labor. However，they must 
establish that they are seeking to 
reside in the United States for the 
purpose of engaging in a com- 
mercial or agricultural enterprise 
in which they have invested，or 
are actively in the process of in- 
vesting，capital totaling, at least 
$10,000 U.S$.，and that they have 
at least One year'S experience or 
training qualifying them to en- 
gage in such enterprise. 

The theory of such exemption is 
that such aliens will not be taking 
jobs away from American work- 
ers，but will instead be creating 
Dew jobs. 

PROCEDURE 

Haliens abroad wish to obtain a 
determination that they are ex- 
empt from the: jabor certification 
requirement,they should execute 
and submit Form I-526 to the 
American consulate or embassy 
at which they intend to apply for 
an immigrant visa. As indicated 
by that form，the following sup- 
porting documents must be sub- 
Imaitted with Form I-526: : 

1. Evidence that the alien has 
inVvested or is _ actively in the 
process of investing capital total- 


ing $10,000 U.S$., in an enterprise 
located or to be located in the 
United States; for example，can- 
celled checks, receipts，bank let- 
ters, etc . 

2. 了 vidence that the alien has 
established or is actively in the 
process of establishing a _ com- 
mercial or agricultural enterprise 
in the United States.， For in- 
stance，cCorporate charters，part- 
nership agreements，licenses or 
other official authorization to en- 
gage in business，bank letters， 
financial statements，contracts， 
ete: 

3. Evidence that the alien has 
arranged for aplace in the United 
States at which to operate the 
enterprise; for example，deeds， 
ljeases，options to purchase or 
rent，etc .

PRINC FESTIVAL

The weather was just right for 
the Chinese Spring Festival held 
at the Chinese Culture Center on 
February' 22 and 23，and the 
10,000 people who attended saw 
a program strikingly different 
from the tinsel and.foil of queen's 
contests and the commercialism 
of Chinese New Year parades. 
The two-day affair，sponsored by 
a _ coalition of community groups 
and individuals，was both educa- 
tional and cultural, with the focus 
on promoting better understand- 
ing of life in China today. 

SLIDES

friendship and various aspects of 
contemporary China.， The Ppro- 
gram，narrated alternately in 
Cantonese and English，consis- 
tently attracted a number of 
passing visitors to stop,，look and 
listen. Those who did not wish to 
stay put，however，could saunter 
along at their leisure and enjoy a 
number of varied exhibits，in- 
cluding photographs of cultural 
performances by local artists，

Some of the most popular items 
on the program were the motion 
pictures“A Trip to Sze Yup，”“A

houses. It is evident that commu- 
njity interest in China is still high. 
Another number attracting atten- 
tion was the Chinese shadow 
Dlay.

CLIMAX 

The climax ofthe two-day affair 
was a three-hour cultural pro- 
gram playing to a capacity crowda 
in the center's auditorium on 
Sunday afternoon. The rich diver- 
Sity of cultural activities in the 
Chinese_ community .was dis- 
played with three orchestras 一 
one with Chinese and two with 
Western_ instruments，two Chi- 
nese foljk dance，groups，four 
choruses, as well as amartial arts 
group, aharmonilca ensembjle, an 
erh-hu soloist，etc. One imagina- 
tive number，Ppresented for the 
first time in Chinatown，was pub- 
lic poetry reading synchronized 
with background music and 
slides. International touches were 
present in numbers by the Hana- 
yagi'Dance Studio from Nihon- 
machi and the Chicano commu- 
njity's Teatro Claridad 

But by far the number that 
made the greatest hit with the 
audience was the performance of 
the Embroidery Song. The soloist 
Sang the Song in Toishanese, the 
native dialect of about half of the 
Chinese in America. He achieved 
instant rapport with his listeners， 
who proceeded to sing parts of 
the refrain along with him,， a rare 
Occurrence with Chinatown audi- 
ences.

Chinatown businessmen are complaining about robberies 
and extortions. Many cases allegedly are unreported . 

On the one hand, the merchants are saying that the police 
are unable to _ check local gangs and troublemakers. Robbers 
and extortionists are known to be Chinese-speaking local 
persons. And the Chinese always have doubts about how far 
and deep the police are able and willing to penetrate. 了 or 
this reason, they understandably place little hope in what law : 
enforcers can .do. 

On .the other hand，community persons are expressing 
negative feelings toward the established agemicies and asso- 
ciations 一 for no:one-seems-ina great big hurry to:mobilize 
the commtunity to solve basic ee which afftect_ our 
daily living. 

Checking the current crime wave， though， is paramount. 
But much more basic is to find solutions to the' youth prob- 
lem . 

So long as there are troubled youths around，they will 
either be absorbed by underworld elements or strike out on 
their own. The community is foolish to think that，given time， 
the gangs will dissipate and the problems evaporate. 

Many community leaders have been caught spending time 
and energy on leftt-right politics，personajlity conflicts，self- 
serving campaigns，petty gossip and destructive rumors，but 
little or no time on basic problems of this comimunity.， 却 

While they are doing their own things，the problems re- 
main and compoundi the residents (including the local mer- 
chants) suffer.
